Was it a wise decision to bestow this 
largesse so soon after your government 
had made the decision to wipe out 
Africa’s so called "third world debt"? It 
seems to me and many others in this 
country that constantly giving aid to 
Africa, is akin to throwing it into a 
bottomless pit. 


Whilst charity is very commendable, we 
should remember the old saying "charity 
begins at home". Just think to yourself, 
how well spent that money could have 
been on our ailing NHS, or to put it to 
more police on the street to tackle the 
growing crime rate, or to put it into 
pensions or residential care for our 
elderly here in England. 


| am compelled to state that for a 
Chancellor of the Exchequer who is so 
fond of the word "prudent" you seem 
very generous with money, unfortunately 
your generosity does not seem to 
extend to English society and the 
English taxpayer, which need | remind 
you, is where the vast majority of this 
money comes from.

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Sean Varnham a student from Chatham 
made contact with the English Democrats 
wanting to know how he and some friends 
might be able to get involved with English 
politics.

The Scottish Independence movement 
is marching on Holyrood on the 30th 
September and would be pleased if 
there are English Nationalists who 
would like to come and join them in their 
demonstration for national 
independence.

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The English Democrats have been amazed at the fantastic coverage of the West 
Lothian Question which has hardly been off the pages of newspapers since the 
beginning of the year. Lord Baker's Bill was the catalyst to a flurry of activity as 
the usual fudge, bluster and denials came out of the rotting woodwork of 
Westminster. First it was denials from Lord Falconer, burbling soup from yet 
another "Ivy" slap-up dinner that in his, considered opinion, he never saw any 
prospect of an English Parliament, not now not ever! Then the self-styled 
Constitution Unit headed up by a totally anonymous Professor Hazell of 
University College London, claimed that following masses of government funding, 
there was no "demand" for an English Parliament, and as such there wouldn't be 
one!

(understandably) reluctant to give up even a Scottish oat to England's 
complaints.

| was surprised that no one responded to 
the piece by Matthew Aldridge, 
Englishness ...in the eye of the beholder? 
Autumn 2005 edition of The English Voice. 
Perhaps, like me, others thought someone 
else was bound to challenge him. 


Matthew Aldridge adopts the usual 
approach of progressives in that he 
assumes that all decent and right thinking 
(PC) people share his somewhat confused 
and ultra-inclusive notions of Englishness 
— itis clear that he believes anyone who 
has a different view must be rightwing and 
extremist. 


After an appeal to emotion and authority 
(Trevor Phillips and the Queen) rather 
than any discernable rational argument, 
Matthew urges members of the EDP to 
promote a more inclusive and plural 
English identity. It seems that he is one of 
those who would agree with the 
progressive slogan, ‘Whatever your 
ethnicity you can be English if you want to 
be.’ He seems to suggest that Englishness 
has such little substance that anyone can 
identify themselves, or someone else, as 
English — as if it is a matter of personal 
choice — or even whim. 


In my view, an ethnic group is an 
extended family — a group of people who 
share an ancestry, history and culture. 
Which means that they share a language 
and a unique mix of values and 
perceptions. They have a way of life (a 
mix of customs, attitudes, and beliefs) that 
is expressed in such things as 
architecture, clothing, dance, song, and 
the food they eat and the way they cook it. 
Perhaps the most important aspect of 
ethnicity is that it is an instinctive 
community of the mind, a place where no 
foreigner can go. Thus when we are 
asked what are the characteristics of 
English ethnicity — or ‘what does it mean 
to be English?’ - we need only reply that it 
is indefinable - there are no firm 
boundaries and no columns of tick-boxes. 


In addition to the above, membership of 





an ethnic group is dependent upon 
acceptance of the individual by the group. 
If | am a Francophile, soeak French and 
live in France it does not mean that the 
French will accept me as one of them. If | 


go to live in Scotland, drink whisky, wear a 


kilt, and eat porridge and haggis it’s 
probable that | will still be called an 
English bastard. When, as often happens, 


someone tells me that they have an Italian 


/ Asian / Jamaican / or whatever friend 
who is in many ways more English than 
the English and ought to be accepted as 
English, | simply reply that if he was 
English he would not be described as an 
Italian / Asian / Jamaican / or whatever 
friend, and there would be no need to 


make a case for him because he would be 
accepted as part of the English community 


and he would naturally feel that he 
belonged. Likewise | am often asked, "But 
surely lan Wright is English? He supports 
the England team and says he is English." 
No he is not a member of the ethnic- 
English community. His communal history 
is not that of the English community and it 
is probable that his ancestors have played 
no part in English history except perhaps 
as outsiders. Put simply, his origins and 
family history are not in England or the 
English community. This does not mean 
that | do not respect him, like him, and 
think he was a great footballer. 


It might surprise Matthew Aldridge but in 
English law an ethnic group is defined in 
much the same way as | have above. The 
House of Lords, in Mandla v Lee, defined 
an ethnic group in the following way: 


An ethnic group is a group that regards 
itself or is regarded by others as a distinct 
community by virtue of certain 
characteristics that will help to distinguish 
the group from the surrounding 
community. Two of these characteristics 
are essential: 

a) a long shared history, of which the 
group is conscious as distinguishing it 
from other groups, and the memory of 
which it keeps alive; and 

b) a cultural tradition of its own, including 
family and social customs and manners, 


r 


often but not necessarily associated with 
religious observance. 


Other relevant characteristics (one or 
more of which will commonly be found) 
are: 

c) either a common geographical origin or 
descent from a small number of common 
ancestors; 

d) a common language, not necessarily 
peculiar to the group; 

e) a common literature peculiar to the 
group, 

f) a common religion different from that of 
neighbouring groups or from the general 
community surrounding it; and 
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g) being a minority or being an 
oppressed or a dominant group within a 
larger community. Both a conquered 
people (say, the inhabitants of England 
shortly after the Norman conquest) and 
their conquerors might be ethnic groups. 


It can be seen from the above that the 
groups mentioned on ethnic monitoring 
forms are mostly quasi-ethnic groups 
such as Asian, Black, and White. How 
can any of these pseudo-racial categories 
be viewed as ethnic groups when each of 
them contains real ethnic groups which 
have very little in common? All becomes 
clear when census and ethnic monitoring 
forms are seen as political and ideological 
tools. The quasi-ethnic groups have been 
invented by the race relations industry so 
as to give favoured groups the privileges 
granted to ethnic groups — such as the 
right to discriminate and gain access to 
government funding. The census form is 
important because it serves as a model 
for the ethnic monitoring forms used by 
businesses, government departments, 
and other organisations. Little if any 
statistical information is collected about 
ethnic groups that are not included on 
ethnic monitoring forms. One of the 
consequences of this is that excluded 
groups become invisible to officialdom. In 
short, it is difficult for those groups to 
demonstrate need and discrimination, or 
to demand resource allocation and 
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policies which tackle that need and 
discrimination. It is no accident that the 
ethnic-English are an excluded group. 


The Good News 

The 2011 census form for Scotland is to 
have an ethnic-English tick-box but until 
very recently the Office for National 
Statistics (ONS) has resisted the idea of 
doing the same for England. They 
announced earlier this year that on the 
next census form for England 
respondents would be able to identify 
themselves as English. This misled many 
(as it was probably meant to) because the 
intention was not to include the ‘English’ 
tick-box under, ‘What is your ethnicity’ but 
to ask a separate question, ‘What do you 
consider your national identity to be’. The 
tick-box options being ‘English’, ‘Scottish’, 
‘Welsh’, with ‘Other — write in’. This 
question and the tick-box options seemed 
designed to meet the wishes of people 
like Matthew Aldridge by encouraging 
people who live in England to identify 
themselves as English. In other words, it 
is possible for a Somali or Kurd or 
Palestinian or whoever to retain their 
‘ethnic identity’ and, for whatever reason, 
choose to adopt an English ‘national 
identity’. 


After lengthy correspondence with ONS it 
seems that they ‘might’ also put an 
‘English’ tick-box under the ethnicity 
question but we will not know for sure 













until they publish the 2007 Test Census 
for England on their website in 
September. | have also been in lengthy 
correspondence with the Commission for 
Racial Equality (CRE) and you might be 
surprised to learn that they support the 
idea of an ethnic-English tick-box. Further, 
CRE has recently recommended (on its 
website) that organisations include an 
ethnic-English tick-box on their ethnic 
monitoring forms. | feel that we are 
making real progress and that official 
recognition of an English ethnic group will 
have very important consequences. 


In addition to claiming an English ‘national 
identity’ (inclusive) and ‘ethnic identity’ 
(exclusive) the English are one of the few 
groups recognised in law (for the 
purposes of the Race Relations Act 1976) 
as a ‘racial group’ (exclusive) There are 
therefore three English identities. If 
Matthew wants to assert and promote an 
inclusive English identity based on where 
he lives or was born he is free to do so. | 
am also free to assert and promote my 
English ethnicity and take proper 
advantage of the fact that | belong to a 
recognised racial group. Those who mock 
or otherwise insult me and others for 
asserting our identity could be guilty of 
racial harassment. No | am not a right- 
wing extremist, merely an unhyphenated 
Englishman who wants equal treatment 
with the members of other ethnic groups.

For much of my life | gave little thought 
to whether | was English rather than 
British, or vice versa. My general 
attitude was that | was an Englishman 
living in Britain. | regarded being British 
(rather than English) as the convenient, 
catch-all label which government in its 
various guises accorded equally to the 
English, the Scots and the Welsh. It did 
cross my mind, from time to time, how 
little the name England was actually 
used, but | attributed that thought to the 
fact of it being my surname, and | 
assumed that it would occur to few 
others to think the same. 


Almost thirty years ago | became quite 
active as a trade unionist. | was aware 
that many ‘trade union leaders’ (ie paid 
officials) were Scottish and, to be frank, | 
did not question this phenomenon. | was 
aware that there was a Scottish Labour 
Party, a Scottish TUC, a Welsh Labour 
Party, a Welsh TUC and so on, but | 
assumed that this was because, being 
small nations, they needed the additional 
assurance and safeguards of having 
their own institutions. 


As time elapsed, | became even more 
aware that new, paid officials in my own 
trade union were predominantly Scottish. 
Clearly it was advantageous to be a Scot 
when applying for such posts! This 
characteristic extended to elected 
officers and, beyond that, to other trade 
unions in the public sector. Most general 
secretaries, for example, were Scottish 





and, very often, so also were union 
national presidents. 


| think it was the conduct of Scottish 
trade union activists (ie trade union 
members, rather than the paid officials) 
of my union which increasingly impinged 
on my consciousness. For example, it 
was the practice of Scottish delegates to 
annual delegate conferences to have 
what they designated as the "Scottish 
Hotel" and, mark you, these were 
invariably hotels in England i.e. 
Blackpool, Bournemouth, Brighton, and 
Eastbourne. This meant that the 
relevant hotel would be monopolised by 
Scots for a week and, not only allowed 
them to associate together as 
compatriots, but to largely control access 
and thereby to exclude any unwanted 
English delegates. 


The president and the general secretary 
were both Scots. | was elected to the 
grandly named National Executive 
Council in 1986-1988 and 1989-1991. In 
1990, the guest speaker was a Gordon 
Brown MP, deputy to the Shadow 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, John 
Smith. At no time during his visit were 
non-Scots allowed near Brown. He was 
surrounded and monopolised by Scots. 
Moreover, although | was on the top 
table slightly behind Brown to his right, 
the photo published in the union’s 
magazine of Brown addressing delegates 
was carefully cropped to exclude 
persona non grata English me!

The single event which really disgusted 
me was a ‘debate’ at the 1992 Annual 
Conference which sought to associate 
my union with the campaign for a 
Scottish parliament. The union president 
(a Scot, of course!) chaired the 
proceedings and he indulged the 
Conference allowing Scottish speaker 
after speaker to the rostrum to bellow 
and make inflammatory speeches in 
favour of the resolution.

There has been so much hysteria about 
the advent of English nationalism it has 
been amusing to watch, funny no one 
batted an eyelid as Holyrood erected the 
preening symbol of Scotland’s nationhood, 
which masquerades as the Scottish 
Parliament.

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What is a Councillor 

A councillor is someone who is elected by 
local people to represent them on a 
council. In your area you can be elected 
to be a Parish, Borough or County 
Councillor. Councillors are elected for a 
four year term. If councillors are elected 
at a by-election, they will serve until the 
next scheduled elections take place. 


So what do councillors do? 

Each kind of council provides a different 
set of services to its local area. 
Councillors therefore usually need to 
attend formal meetings from time to time. 
All councillors also deal with the issues 
and problems brought to them by their 
constituents. They are also likely to spend 
time getting to Know other organisations 
and services in their area, and may be 
appointed by their council as 
representatives on some of those local 
bodies. 


How much time will it take? 

It depends on how much time, effort and 
commitment individuals are able to give to 
the role. The minimum is likely to be the 
equivalent of one day per month although 
some councillors spend considerably 
more, especially if they have taken on 
leading roles. 


Will | get paid? 

You will not get a salary but you will be 
entitled to receive allowances. The 
Council also provides other kinds of 
support such as full training, supplies of 
stationery and business cards and access 
to IT equipment. 


Do | get time off work? 

This depends on your employer. Some 
employers are good at encouraging their 
employees to be councillors and do allow 
time off within reason. You should always 
discuss this with your employer before 
standing as a councillor. 
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HOW TO BECOME AN ENGLISH DEMOCRATS’ COUNCILLOR

Are you interested in helping the English Democrats? 
Do you ever wish you could influence the way things are done in your area? Have you 


ever thought about becoming a councillor? 


So how do | become a councillor? 
To become a councillor, you must stand 
for, and win, an election in one of the 
Boroughs wards. 


If you wish to stand for election you 
must be: 

A British Citizen, a citizen of the 
Commonwealth, the Republic of Ireland or 
of another European Union State; 

21 years of age; and included on the 
Register of Electors for the Borough or be 
someone who has either lived or worked 
in the county for the 12 months preceding 
the election. 

You need to be nominated to stand as a 
candidate at the election by: 

two electors of the electoral ward (as your 
proposer and seconder) and have eight 
other electors (Supporting your 
nomination). 


What to do next? 

1 Make contact with the English 
Democrats Head Office, (or your local 
contact) letting us know that you plan to 
stand as a councilor. 

2 Contact the Democracy or Elections 
department of your local council, let them 
know that you plan to stand as a councilor 
for the English Democrats, and ask them 
to send you an information pack. 

3 Once you receive the information pack, 
then determine if your particular council is 
a ‘single councillor system’ or a ‘multi- 
councillor system’ (normal two or three 
councillors per ward. 

4 Determine as soon as possible, where 
you plan to stand in a single ward, or 
target up to 3 wards if you wish to get 
others to stand. 

5 Plan to get an ‘introduction’ leaflet

(available from Head Office) out to your 
target area in January 2007 (by hand) - if 
you are targeting three wards, then this 
leaflet may well uncover some other 
candidates willing to stand for the English 
Democrats — a typical ward will take about 
10 hours to leaflet — suggest 2 hours a 
night for a week or 1 hour per night for 2 
weeks. 

6 Your leafleting of the ward will probably 
result in about 5 phone calls from 
interested people. 

7 If you get interest from other people, ask 
them if they will stand for the English 
Democrats in May 2007, in this way you 
will be able to cover several wards. 

8 Inform the local paper that you intend to 
stand for the English Democrats in your 
ward. 

9 Allocate time in April 2007 to put out 2 
leaflet drops in your chosen ward. 

10 At this stage in our party's development 
it is unlikely that you will get elected in a 
single councillor ward, however, if there is 
more than one councillor to be elected, 
with a determined approach, then success 
is possible. 


What you will not have to do. 

1 Make speeches 

2 It is highly unlikely that you will receive 

any unwelcome approaches with regards 
to your campaign 

3 Spend large sums of money, there is no 
deposit required — a contribution to party 

funds for the leaflets would be welcome. 


Generally 

The English Democrats party, will only 
grow if our members are willing to stand 
as candidates and allow voters to vote for 
the English Democrats party.
